The financial set-up of the Toronto 
Daily Star is an affront to common sense 
and a disgrace to Canadian journalism and 
threatens to bring every newspaper in this 
country under control of this rich colossus. 

The facts are these; 

When Joseph Atkinson, owner and 
publisher of the Star, died in 1948 he left 
the Star properties, consisting of the Daily 
Star, the Star Weekly and the Toronto 
Star Realty Ltd., to the Atkinson Chari- 
table Foundation. The Foundation was to 
be maintained out of the profits of the Star 
properties. 

After considerable political wangling, 
the entire Star organization was held to be 
a charitable organization entitled to enjoy 
those tax exemptions which apply to chari- 
table enterprises 

The Daily Star and the Star Weekly 
thus passed out of the restrictions and 
limitations of private ownership, Paying 
no taxes, owing no responsibility to major- 
itv shareholders, free to spend money like 
a drunken sailor to smother all opposition, 
the Star papers emerge like a pirate from 
a cove, carrying at the masthead, not the

Operational expenditures for the year 
were $15,762,816. It costs a great deal to 
run a newspaper. But this expenditure 
merely indicates how ruthlessly the mana- 
gement poured out money to quash all 
opposition 

And why not? There were no share- 
holders to be satisfied, no taxes to be paid 
—merely a Charitable Foundation which 
had to be content with whatever the estate 
was pleased to pay into it. 

This buccaneering style of journalism, 
with unlimited financial resources and no 
financial responsibilities, is obviousiy able 
to suppress all opposition. 

When the Star kills off the Telegram 
and the Globe and Mail in Toronto, which 
it is sure to do unless it is checked, it can 
easily turn its attention to every news- 
paper field in Canada and gradually come 
to a place of journalistic dictatorship in 
Canada 

This Star situation is a menace to the 
freedom of the press. It is a threat to 
honest journalism. It could curtail, at last,
